WHAT THE TROUBLE IS ABOUT. 


Nogatzs, Ariz., Jan. 24,—The Mexican 
Consul at Guatemala City has been given his 
passports, thus terminating friendly relation 
between Guatemala and Mexieo. : 

A Mexican paper, Le Jludepegdte, printed 
on the Mexican side of the line; this after- 
noon printed the statement that the Mexican | 
Consul in Guatemala had been given his pass- 
ports by the Guatemalan Government, thus 
terminating the friendly tions existing be- 
tween the governments. 

It is also said the Secretary of State of 
Mexico at the City of Mexico had notified all 
Consuls of the government of this fact by 
telegraph. 

The Mexican Consul here denied the truth 
of the statement and called upon the editors 
of the paper, who have since asked for war- 
rants for his arrest on the the charge of as- 
sault. They reiterate the truth of the state- 
ment published this afternoon, and hold that 
the Consul is endeavoring to misrepresent the 
facts.

-‘Crry or Mexico, Jan. 24, via Galveston, 
‘Tex.—Guatemala’s answer has been received 
this evening, and the Minister of Foreign Af. 
fairs of Mexico is now saying it will be pre- 
sented formally to the Cabinet and Presi- 
dentat 10a. m. tomorrow. A skeleton of 
the document of Guatemala’s answer is to the 
effect that the territory disputed over belongs 
to it, and that if any indemnity is to be paid 
Mexico owes it to Guatemala.

| UNCLE SAM WILL TRY TO PREVENT WAR. 


Attempt to Persuade Mexico and Guate- 
mula te Avoid Trouble ta Be Made. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special. }— 
The United States will use its good offices to 
prevent war between Mexico and Guatemala. 
For some time past, especially since it be- 
came apparent Mexico had begun active mili- 
tary preparations, the administration officials 
have been seriously considering the proprie- 
ty of endeavoring to mediate’ the diffi- 


culty between the two countries. As a 
result it has deen practically de- 
cided io instruct our Minister to 


Mexico to use his good offices to avoid a con- 
flict between the two republics. The State 
Department has determined to pursue this 
course, and if the instructions have not actu- 
ally been sent to Minister Crittenden it is be- 
cause the time is not ripe. It may be the au- 
thdrities are waiting for Mexico to give its ul- 
timatum to Guatemala, or until it is discov- 


to reach an agreement through the regular 
diplomatic channels. 
At last accounts, Guatemala had sent a 
synopsis by wire of ite reply to the demand 
of Mexico for an apology and a large indem- 
nity to President Diaz. Minister Romero said 
today his government would not take final 
action on this reply until the full text had 
been received by mail. He would not, of 
course, predict the probable action of his gov- 
ernment, but he said he was still confident 
jhe matter would be settled without war. It 
is well known Guatemala has refused to ac- 
cede to to the demands of Mexico for an in- 


demnity and insists the border tract 
marked out as its by the Boundary 
Line Commission is correct, but in 


case Mexico refuses to accept this view, 
Guatemala will submit the matter to arbitra- 
tion and abide by the result. The probability 
of war therefore hinges solely on the question 
whether Mexico will consent to. arbitration. 
It can be stated authoritatively the United 
States will use its best efforts to bring about 
this end. Both the Mexican Minister and the 
Gautemalan Minister in this country have 
been in frequent consultation with the Secre- 
tary of State during the last few days, 
and although it cannot be officially 
known there are good reasons for 
believing the Secretary has done all 
he could legitimately to advise arbitra- 
tion as the sensible and humane way of set- 
tlmg the controversy. In using their good 
oftices to bring about an amicable settlement 
of the boundary line dispute the authorities 
of the United States desire it to be distinctly 
understood there is to be no jimgo business 
about it, and that nodemands will be made 
upon either country.

ANOTHER ISSUE OF BONDS IMMINENT 


Gold Export Saturday Promises to Break 
the Record for a Day. 

New York, Jan. 24.—[Special.]—The situ- 
ation of the Treasury was brought prominent- 
ly forward for discussion in financial circles 
again today by additional withdrawals of gold 
from the Subtreasury for export to Europe. 
The total taken out thus far this week has 
been about $6,280,000, of which $500,000 
has already been hipped to Europe. 
Further amounts will be withdrawn be- 
fore the close of business Friday, 
and the outflow Saturday promises to 
break the record for any one day. All the 
gold taken from the government vaults, how- 
ever, will not be shipped, &s some of the coin 
is too light for export. A foreign banker says: 
„ The reason for the withdrawal of so much 
gold from the Subtreasury is on account of the 
poor quality of the coin. Of one lot of 8500, 
000 recently drawn only $90,000 of it was 
good for export and what “they cannot use 
goes inta the banks.

DALLIN HAS EUROPEAN OAPITAL. 


He Made a Trip Abroad and Says He Se- 
eured Backing for His Great Railway. 

Benton Han OR, Mich., Jan. 24.— [Special. 
—William Dallin’s mammoth scheme to build 
an air line railway from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific at an estimated cost of $400,000,000 
has been his sole ambition for some time. 
Being unable to interest capital in this coun- 
try in bis great enterprise he went to Europe 
eighteen months ago, returning recently with 
financial assurances sufficient to würrant 


furthering the enterprise. Surveys have 
been made from Jersey City, N. J., 
to the Mississippi River and will 


go directly through to San Francisco, 
Cal. Interested people in this city say Mr. 
Dallin's intention is to ask Congress to in- 
dorse thé bonds of the road ata 3 per cent 
rate, giving ample security. He is associated 
with Mr. Caldwell of Chicago and they are 
backed by European capital. The matter is 
all ready to go before Congress and will prob- 
ably come up some time this winter. This 
line will shorten the railway distance 700 
miles across the continent and save from 
fourteen to twenty hours of each run. When 
the main line is through and in operation the 
intention is reported to rum a spur to this 
point of Lake Michigan and establish a mam- 
moth steel plant to employ 1,000 men.

Work Is Misunderstood, 

I have got some facts and statistics which 1 
ought to give. But 1 do not believe in giving 
statistics, as it seems like taking them absolutely 
like you would so many goods; but when you re- 
member that each one had a breaking heart and 
each one was somebody's loved one, and has been 
cherished and dead and mayhap had great 
possibilities of a glorious, useful future and 
might become a bright star, then these statistics 
mean more than this cold term statistics. 

People don’t understand what we mean by this 
rescue work. They think that it is a sort of a 
mission where people are invited to come. The 
rescue work prover is a branch of work in which 
ail the workers are residents in the different 
homes placed in different cities for the receiving 
of the outcasts and the hopeless women of the 
city. First I want 11 it is eutirely con- 
ducted by women. o believe in the Salvation 
Army that this is women's work. If there is aay- 
thing that these poor outcasts need it is the love 
and sympathy of other women, and one of the 
worst things in this world is the lack of love they 
receive from their sisters. I think it is true that 
women are harder upon the women, and when 
an outcast woman knows that a woman dares to 
come in contact with her it softens her heart and 
‘she is easier to save. We should remember that 
there are those who are so pure and their lives 
are so free from stain who cannot understand 
those poor outcasts and cannot work with 
them. But is .often ‘there are aces 

where there are riclies. where there are hearts 
and minds that are stained, but who have never 
allen. I do not think that because misfortune 
and sorrows have fallen in the path of women we 


they believe in them, and that is the first step in 

aihing ‘them for a better life to get them to be- 

ede iu you. Our sium officers go out and they 
zo into their places and they call them there, 
tall them what awaits them, and then tall them 
of the brighter side of life and sey. Will you 
come?“ They say: Les, we would leave 
thie life, bat where will we go?” Others 
would have said that they would get 
them a home somewhere, bat they would have 
said no to this. Our officers say: Come to the 
Salvation Army home. They will go there, but 
they will go to no other. If they were to offer 
them another they would say we would rather 
not go: ‘They want to go where they are known 
and igo to places where they are accustomed and 
acquainted with those who live there. They 
come, and I am proud to say that the outcasts, 
the poor fallen women, the criminal classes—the 
line is drawn nowhere—have been given to know 
they are welcome at the Salvation Army home. 
It is a pleasuro to us to be able to reach them 
and bring them to that home. 

And then you will ask, what is the home? What 
kind of a home is it? I will answer: It is nota 
prison where they are locked in. It * not a 
house of correction ora reformatory. Th 
not locked iu. The home of the Salvation Army 
is what is known as the word “home.” It is not 
a home with a capital H. but it is just simply a 
plain home. Wetry to get these people 
have never had a home at all and we make the 
place just as lovely and as beautiful as 
we possibly can. It is not. elegant. 
We make it as simple as we can. We do not 
bélieve in gorgeousness, but try to make our 
homes simple and try to make them sweet. When 
we gpepned our home in New York City it was 
plainiy and neatly furnished and all in white; 
en Was white, the curtains and the bed - 
stead, it looked beautifully. It gave you a 
sort of feeling of home. It gave youa sort of a 
feeling that zou experience when you go into 
a Héspital and see ail the white cots; 
you -feel* that yon would like to be 
sick so that you can be treated there. I know 


| “hat is the way 1 feel sometimes. When the girls 


go into this home they say, This is not anything 
like the place we thought it was. How nice it 
is. They are taken to the officers, who deals with 
them and deal with them lovingly. There is one 
strict 6 in the home and one rale is the 
word love.“ We do not lock the 
doors, and after they come if they do not want to 
stay we say to them, Lou can go.” We take 
care Of them and give them all our love, and we 
use entreaties to get them to stay. But if they 
do not want to stay they can go. We have had 
cases sentus by the authorities, and they find 
there is nothing but a feeling of love. That is 
what they want, and it doés more good to touch 
their hearts and open their minds to the new and 
fresh and heartfelt love.

We do not provide these places with hired help, 
but wo attend to the work ourselves.

No she loves it 
more and presses it closer to her breast ts 
more for it because she knoWs the werld will not 
admire it and love it. because of its deformity 
and because of its sears. Just so it should 
with us when we go out into the darkness to re- 
deem these jewels, to get them to come from their 
vice and misery, and putting our arms around 
them, we should make them feel that magic 
touch of love, and I defy the philosopher or 
scientist, | defy anyone to say that there is any 
stronger power than love. 

Mrs. Booth said that she then wanted to 
speak on a most practical question, and that 
was the apc | of money for homes in this 
city.

Mr. Morton of the Graham & Morton 
Transportation company and Will J. Han- 
cock headed the searching party today.

The work of exploring was frought with 
peril. Theice extends in a solid mass one 
and three-fourths miles from the shore.

Farther out 
the ice is in disconnected cakes, 
a huge mass that rises and falls in endiess un- 
dulationa, , eces of ice, lying packed 
together by the force of the wind blowing in 
from the west. decrease in size until the sur- 
face of the lake is only a seething slush.

There Is Some Measure Taken for

Pritchard’s Good Impression.

“An extra session is almost a certainty if we 

do not do something to relieve the Treasury 

atleast teriporarily before the adjournment 
of the Fifty-third Congress. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, lam inclined to be- 
lieve in the closing days of the session some 
that suggested by Senator 

Allison will be agreed upon by both Houses.

The plan, as I originally outlined it, was 
in two sections, embracing the issue of 'Treas- 
ury notes and of bonds. It is the Treasury 
note feature alone which 1 consider 
necessary to relieve the Treasury from 
us present embarrassment. I propose, 
in brief, that the Treasury shall issue 
$50,000,000 of notes, nning one, two, 
and three years, or possibly two and three 
years, in about equal proportions. The inter- 
est could be fixed at 2 per cent, or 2½ per 
cent, or whatever rate would be sufficient to 
float the notes without difficulty. They would 
be popular from the day of issue. They 
would not disturb existing conditions, and 
would not reopen any currency question, I 
do not offer this as a cure for any of the evils 
of the present system, if such there be, but 
solely and simply as a temporary relief to the 
Treasury. I think a limit of $50,000,000 
would be ample to cover the deficiency for 
the coming year. These currency notes differ 
from the certificates of indebtedness for 
which there was sucharush in 1879, for 
those were exchangeable for bonds. 

“These interest-bearing ‘Treasury notes 
which I propose to permit thie Secretary of 
the Treasury to issue are simply to forestall 
future revenue. If the revenue of the govern- 
ment is not sufficient within a year or two to 
provide for the payment of these notes it 
would be a simple matter to adjust the tariffs 
or internal revenue laws so as to provide the 
necessary money. With the present deficiency 
provided for there would be an opportunity 
to demonstrate whether or not the existing 
law is sufficient for the needs of the country, 
und it seems to me some such plan as this 
would find favor with both Republicans and 
Democrats. I suggested it to several of the 
Democratic members of the Finance commit- 
tee as my idea of what should: be done, pro- 
vided they were not willing to legislate at 
once for more revenue to supply the de- 
ficiency which is now admitted to exist. 

* The question of issuing bonds to maintain 
the parity between gold and silver is a dis- 
tinct thmg. The Secretary of the Treasury 
under the existing law can issue those bonds 
at 5 per cent, or a net interest rate of about 3 
per cent, and the bond feature which concerns 
the question of keeping up the parity between 
the precious metals oniy is entirely distinct 
from the proposed Treasury notes, as they 
concern only the deficiency caused by lack of 
revenue tosupply the ordinary expenditures 
of the government, I have not put my plan 
into the form of a bill, as it is a suggestion 
merely.“ 

There is no doubt the Allison plan is being 
more and more generally discussed and finds 
favor in both parties and in both Houses. 
Neither the Republicans nor the Democrats 
desire an extra session, and yet both parties 
are coming to believe it will be in- 
evitabie unless something is done in 
the meantime to relieve the Treasury of 
the deficiency, which does not seem to 
decrease very rapidly at present, although the 
best judges in Congress are inciined to the 
opinion after July 1 the revenue will be suf- 
ficrent to pay the ordinary running expenses, 
but not to meet the deficiency which will have 
piled up by that time. The gold reserve is 
now down to such a figure a bond issue of the 
old style is inevitable within a week or two. 
The reserve is now down to $63,000,000, or 
$2,000,000 less than at the date of the last 
callin November. The issue of bords again 
after an interval of two or three months will 
be sufficient, it is thought, to turn the atten- 
tion of the Democratic leaders in Congress 
from visionary currency schemes, whose 
effect on the Treasury would be but ramote at 
best, to something more practical which 
would have an immediate tendency toward 
relief and the restoration of public confidence.

REPUBLICAN SENATORS WILL CAUCUS, 


Finances te Be the Principal Theme 
ver Men Make Objeetlon 

Wasutnetror, D. C., Jan. 24.—The Repub- 
lican Senators will hold u caucus in Senator 
Sherman’s committee-room at 10:30 o'clock 
tomorrow. The question of most importance 
to be considered is that relating to the 
finances, and it is understood the Republican 
members of the Finance committee will ask 
they be instructed as to what course 
to pursue in dealing with the questions 
in committee. There will also be an effort 
to have the caucus take a position in the 
matter of the election of Senators in States 
where the Legislatures are Republican and 
where the contests are apparently unneces- 
sarily prolonged, as in Delaware, Idaho, and 
Washington, but the proposition is likely to 
meet opposition. There will also be some 
discussion of Republican policy in connec. 
tion with the bills for the admission of New 


Mexico and Arizona. 

The announcement of a caucus had the ef- 
fect of reviving the talk of the prospect of a 
compromise between the bond advocates and 
the siiver Republicans, There has been an 
effort to secure an agreement on a proposi- 
tion advanced by Senator Allison to issue _ in- 
terest-bearing Treasury notes to run for two 
or three years only. but the silver men have 
not accepted this suggestion without 
making counter propositions. They say 
in the interest of the country ger- 
erally they would de pleased to 
see a change that would relieve 
the situation in this respect. They think, 
however, that the most natural way to bring 
this relief is to coin the silver seigniorage. If 
this proposition is not entertained they will 
probably suggest that it will be better to au- 
thorize another smail issue of non-interest- 
bearing Treasury notes or greenbacks than 
issue the short-time interest-bearing notes as 
proposed. Their objection is they would 
probably be collected by the banks as soon as 
the interest on them had reached any uappre- 
ciable amount and probably held as reserve. 

„This.“ said Senator Teller, in discussing 
the question, would have the effect of in- 
flating the currency to an extent and of then 
contracting it, which would not be desirable.”’ 
The most that can be said is that a more con- 
ciliatory spirit is shown over the proposition 
to provide a means of relieving the Treasury 
deficit than has been manifested in the pro- 
ject to maintain the gold reserve. 

Messrs. Springer and Cox and*two or three 
other members of the Banking committee had a 
long conference wich the Secretary yesterday 
and are of the opinionthe modifications to his 
plan meet his sanction. The most radical of the 
new propositions for which Cox stands sponsor 
is that for the coinage of silver. It con 
templates the cancellation of the Sher. 
man notes when received at the Treasury 
and the issue of silver certificates i 
denominations of $1, 
silver dollars, if the receivers prefer. 
these silver certificates it is proposed to coin all 
the bullion in the Treasury, which amounts to 
$181,000,000. It is calculated not more than 
$40,000,000 can be coined in a year. The changes 
in the banking features of the plan provide while 
the banks shall hold the same reserve now re- 
quired, one-half shall be in legal tender green- 
backs or Sherman notes. It is conceded it might 
be necessary toempower the Secretary to issue 
low-rate bonds to protect the Treasury against 
large withdrawals of gold, 

Assistant Secretary Curtis said today that 
the question of offering gold bars to exporters 
at a price which would cover the expense of 
making the bars and of transportation to New 
York added had been talked over informally, 
but nothing definite had been decided upon. 

Reports from the Assistant Treasurer at 
New York say that the aggregate gold with- 
drawals from the Subtreasury today was 
$3,320,000, nearly all of which was for ex- 
pert. This leaves the true amount of gold 
reserve $63,724,428. Ofthis amount $15,- 
612,280 is gold coin and $48,112,148 in 
gold bars. 

Today's statement of the condition of the 
Treasury shows: Available cash balance, 
$151,895,458; gold reserve, $68,604,428.

troduces a Resolution Providing for 
Hawalian Annexation=Neckar Island 
Cable Landing Plan Is Opposed. 

Wasutneror, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special. |— 
The friends of Hawaii are overjoyed at their 
success in securing the suprressed reports of 
the survey of Pearl Harbor by Admirals Ir- 
win and Walker. The figures given as the 
result of the naval explorations show conclu- 
sively the feasibility of constructing a 
coaling station at an insignificant cost. 
The suppression of A?miral Walker's 
survey, like the suppression of his 
report on the political condition of 
the islands, was part of the policy of infamy 
in regard to Hawaii, and as his report demon- 
strated the necessity of keeping a ship at the 
islands, so his survey proves the availability 
of Pearl Harbor asa permanent American 
naval station. The members of the Foreign 
committees of both Senate and House are 
particularly well pleased over the survey, 
which was much more complete and satis- 
factory than they hoped, for it furnishes the 
basis for the letting of contracts as soon as 
the appropriation is passed. 

Complying with a resolution of the Senate 
the Acting Secretary of the Navy sent reports 
of the preliminary survey of Pearl Harbor 
commenced last April by Rear Admiral Irwin, 
then commanding the Pacific station, and 
completed by Rear Admiral Walker, who 
succeeded him. Rear Admiral Irwin submits 
the acquirement of a naval station in the 
Hawaiian Islands is necessary to give 
our government the command of the 
Pacific. Not simply a coaling station 
but a navy yard is needed, and the positions 
commanding the bar at Pearl Harbor should 
be strongly fortified and a perfect torpedo 
system completed. The Rear Admiral sub- 
mitsa report made by Lieut. C. A. Adams. 
who says in his opinion from the experience 
in boring and sounding on Pearl Harbor, a 
dredge could clear a channel through the bar, 
giving a depth of thirty-one feet at low 
water, without any great difficulty, The 
latter thinks the previous establishments 
of opening the channels have been 
much too great. Reat Admiral Walker in 
his report to the department, dated June 21 
last, says an examination showed conclusive- 
ly that there is a channel through the reef at 
Pearl Harbor filled with loose coral and sand, 
and a suction dredge can rapidly and cheaply 
open a way for the largest ships. 

The channel is practically straight and the 
distance between the wails of live coral is at 
no point less than 300 feet. The Rear Ad- 
miral promised a further and detailed report. 
Accompanying this report is an estimate made 
by Col. W. M. Wood submitting a total of 
$105,000 as necessary to make a cut 250 
feet wide through the bar with a depth of 
thirty feet, and to widen and deepen the chan- 
nel inside to thirty feet, and of $85,000 if 
the cut in the bar is 200 feet wide, 


Allen Would Annex Hawali at Once, 


In the Senate today Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) 
presented another Hawaiian resolution, which 
went over until tomorrow. It was as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Senate that 
the revolutionary government having now 

come the — 2 government of the Ha- 
waiian Islands that a wise and enlightened for- 
eign policy requires that steps should be taken 
by this government without unnecessary delay 
to annex those islands to the United States as a 
part thereof, and that in the meantime the per- 
sonal and property rights of American citizens 
in said islands should be protected by the pres- 
ence of a sufficient naval force in Hawaiian wa- 
ters. 

The Hawaiian resolution of Mr. Lodge 
Rep., Mass.) was then taken up and Mr. 
teorge (Dem., Miss.) addressed the Sengte in 

support of the administration policy. Mr. 
George made a careful, legal argument to 
show. there was no popular suffrage and no 
real republican form of government in 
Hawaii. 

Mr. George presented a table showing the 
number of days United States warships had 
not been at Honolulu. It showed United 
States warships had been kept in Hawaiian 
waters very little of the time during 
the last twenty years. In 1874 warships 
were absent from the islands for forty- 
one days. In subsequent years 
ships appear to have been absent from Hono- 
lulu throughout the year, the table showing a 
total absence of 358 days out of the year 
1884. In the course of Mr. George’s speech 
Mr. Aldrich sought to make a suggestion. 
Mr. George declared with asperity that he 
wanted no suggestions. Mr. Aldrich per- 
sisted, whereupon Mr. George appealed to 
the Chair: Iask that the Senator be di- 
rected to take his seat, said Mr. George, 
warmly. There was a general laugh, in 
which Mr. Aldrich joined, as he desisted from 
further pressing his suggestion. 

The Democrats of the House have deter- 
mined to use the Samoan protectorate which 
was agreed upon during President Harrison’s 
administration asa reply to the Republican

Some 
declare their intention, if the opportunity 
3 itself, of making a hard fight in the 
ine of Secretary Gresham’s recommendation 
to discontinue our share in the protectorate. 


Neckar Island Station Refused. 


An interesting situation has arisen with 
respect to the proposition submitted by 
President C'eveland to the Senate for 
the modification of the Hawaiian treaty 
so as to allow Necker Island of the Ha- 
waiian — to be used for a cable station by 
a Canadian company. The proposition sub- 
mitted is for legislation not in the form of a 
new treaty or of an amendment to the pres- 
ent treaty as this would require a two-thirds 
vote of the Senate. The attitude of the Re- 
publicans would make a new treaty or a 
treaty amendment impossible as the Senate 
is now constituted. The proposition, there- 
fore, has been brought forward in legislative 
form, and in this shape was discussed in the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. The com- 
mittee had a resolution before it proposing to 
grant the right to land the cable on Necker 
Island. It was not supported by any of the 
mem bers, and the motion to feport the prop- 
osition adversely was unanimously carried. 

Then the matter was deferred, as Senator 
Gray wasnot present, and it was thought 
probable that he might desire to be heard or 
submit a minority report. If the treaty is to be 
modified by legislation it will require the con- 
currence of the House, A majority of each 
House by legislation, the courts have heid, 
can modify or even abrogate a treaty. 

The Hawaiian mail, which reached Wash- 
ington today, did not contain any news of 
importance in addition to that already sent 
out. Minister Wiilis sent a lot of newspaper 
clippings and little more in his mail report 
than a slight elaboration of his telegram 
touching the recent resolution. Mr. Thurs- 
ton, the Hawaiian Minister, received only a 
short note from the Attorney-General re- 
ferring him for details to the newspapers he 
inclosed.,

SAYS THE REVENUES ARE INCREASING, 


Secretury Carlisle More Hopeful as to the 
Outlook, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 24.— An encour- 

aging report of the prospects for an increase 

of the government revenues is given by Rep- 


resentative McMillin of Tennessee, as the re- been 


sult of a long talk with Secretary Carlisle, 
His statement is the first authentic informa- 
tion of the administration’s view of the out- 
look and shows the receipts from the income 
tax will greatly exceed the estimates made by 
the department. Mr. McMillin is Chairman 


of the Subcommittee of Ways and Means to 
which the bill to double the tax on beer was 
referred and he called upon the Secretary to 
ask his opinion of the necessity for sucha 
law. When asked about tne bill he said: 

Our committee has not yet acted on the meas- 
u.2. I spent a good portion of the day in confer- 
ence with Secretary Carlisle and Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Miller concerning the rev- 
ennes and the necessity for an increase of rovenus. 
The Secretary, I may say, however, is much en- 
couraged by the increase of revenues this month. 
He does not think the deticiency of revenue will 
continue a great while. Commissioner Miller 
has had an estimate made by the Collectors of 
Internal Revenue as to the number of 
persons and corporations who will pay 
an income tax, from which it seems 
there will be much more collected than 
the department estimated when the income tax 
was under consideration. The revenues are pick- 
ing up. During this fiscal year we have collected 
from internal revenue sources $8,000,000 more 
money than during the corresponding meg of 
last year. The sugar tax has yielded but little 
revenue yet because of the large stocks of free 
sugar on hand when the tariff law went into ef- 
fect. But from that source we will from now on 
receive heavy revenues. 

There are sixty-three collection districts in the 
United States. Returns of estimates have come 
in from only thirty-six of these, and the esti- 
mated number of persons and corporations that 
will be assessable therein is 248. 
510. and returns are not in yet 
from many of the heaviest districts, such as San 
Francisco, Brooklyn, Pittsburg, St. Louis, and 
Philadelphia. The Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment computing by the census and other returns 
only estimated there would be 85,000 individual 
income taxpayers inthe country. It is true this 
number embraces both corportations and indi- 
viduals. It looks as though the worst of the 
trouble from depleted revenues was over. 

[Brewers of Chicago, through the National 
Brewers’ Association, are making a fight against 
the proposition to increase the beer tax from $1 
to $2 a barrel. Levy Mayer, representing most of 
the local brewers, said yesterday: Our clients 
are unalterably opposed to the tax. They are 
now paying $1 a barrel to the government. This 
is from 20 to 25 percent of the price at which 
the beer is now being sold. The brewing busi- 
ness has been quite unprofitable for several 
years. The increased tax would come entirely 
out of the brewers. Their customers would not 

ay the increase. The brewers cannot remain in 

usiness if the increase is made. The govern- 
ment now realizes from the brewing industry 
much more than a fair proportion of its revenue. 
The brewers of this city pay annually nearly 
$4,000,000 direct to the United States. Yes, 
they are making no secret of it--they are using 
all legitimate means to defeat the proposed in- 
crease. The immediate work at Washington is 
being done 2 National Brewers’ Association. 
It is unjust. The business of brewers is no longer 
misunderstood. They are not engaged in merely 
a‘quasi’ legitimate occupation. They have 
done more to 9 — intemperance and cause a 
reduction in the consumption of spirits than all 
of the temperance societies and orators of the 
ago. H. Brunjes, a director of the Waukesha 
Spring Brewing company, said if the tax became 
a law it would fall on the saloonkeepers, as at 
present prices the brewers could not pay it. 


TO PREVENT WORK OF WIRE-TAPPERS. 


Bill Introduced in the Senate te Stop 
Stealing of News. 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., Jan. 24,—The recent 
extraordinary exposures made in Chicago re- 
garding the stealings made from the Asso- 
ciated Press by means of wire-tapping has 
resulted in a movement to prevent thefts of 
news in the future by this means. A bill has 
been introduced by Senator Chandler of New 
Hampshire, which has been referred to the 
Committee on [Inter-State Commerce. The 
bill introduced by Mr. Chandler is as follows: 


Any person who shall wrongfully — or con- 
nect a wire with the telegraph or telephone wires 
of any person, company, or association engaged 
inthe transmission of news over télegraph or 
telephone wires between the States for the pur- 
pose of wrongfully taking or making use of 
news dispatches of such person, company, or as- 
sociation, or its customers shall deemed 
guilty of a misdemeavor, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $2,- 
000 or imprisonment not exceeding two years, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 


ESOAPE BY LADDERS FROM FLAMES 


Blaze in a Boarding-House in Michigan 
Aveffue- Other Local Fires. 

Defective heating apparatus caused a blaze 
at 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning in Ira T.

EUROPBANS MAY NOT RAISE THE 
EMBARGO ON AMERIOAN MEATS. 


Eastern Representatives Fear the Repeal 
of the Discriminating Sugar Tax Will 
Only Result in the Giving of a Great 
Advantage to Foreigners=Hopkins Has 
an Amendment Which Provides for 
Reciprocity=To Trade Off Sugar and 
Meats Is His Solution of the Difficulty. 

Wasuinarton, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.|—So 
far as can be learned the principal opposition to 
the repeal of the discriminatmg duty on-Ger- 
man beet sugar is liable to come from Senators 
and Representatives who are not quite willing 
to admit Germany and the other European 
countries which have raised an embargo 
against American meat can be trusted. They 
say there is not the slightest guarantee the 
embargo will be raised when the discrimirat- 
ing duty is repealed. On the contrary, Ger- 
many would be in a position to reap all the 
advantage of the repealing act during the 
coming summer when Congress is not in ses- 
sion, and all that time the American meat 
men might be barred ont as much as ever and 
Congress would be absolutely unable to afford 
them any relief, except in the remote contin- 
gency of an extra session. 

Senator Allison, Speaker Reed, Representa- 
tive Dalzell of Pennsylvania, and other ac- 
knowledged authorities on tariff matters do 
not desire to repeal this discriminating duty 
at all. They say that it is merely a pretext 
on the part of Germany, and that the well- 
established rule in this country has been, as 
laid down by Jefferson, any customs or inter- 
nal revenue tax imposed for the benefit of 
our own people and not directed specitically 
against any particular nation cannot be con- 
eidered a violation of the favored nation 
clause. At the ume time these leaders among 
the Eastern Republicans, while tirmly con. 
vinced Secretary Gresham has made a bad 
mess of the whole thing, are willing to con- 
cede a point for the sake of the enormous in- 
teres‘s involved in the West. 

They see Germany has barred out our meat 
product and they are willing to repeal the dis- 
criminating duty of one-tenth of a cent, not 
use it is a violation of a treaty, but on a 
purely reciprocity basis. They have therefore 
insisted the United States should not repeal 
this duty at the demand of the European na- 
tions unless it has absolute assurances the 
meat embargo will be raised forthwith. No 
such assurances can be received in a diplo- 
matic way, and accordingly Representative 
Hopkins of Illinois has prepared an amend- 
ment to the repealing bill, and will offer it 
when the matter comes up for consideration, 
which will probably be Saturday, although it 
may be rushed in tomorrow. His amendment 
is as follows: 


Provided that in case any foreign country, wheth- 
er independent or a dependency. shall make or 
permit any unjust discrimination against the 
importation to or sale in.such foreign country of 
any product of the United States then the duty 
mentioned in this act shall remain the same as 
fixed by the law in force prior to the passage of 
this act. 

The effect of this, of course, will be to force 
Germany, Austria, and the otier European 
nations either to raise the embargo on Ameri- 
can meat or to abandon their entire trade in 
raw sugar with this country. Speaking of his 
proposition tonight Representative 1 4.4 — 
said: ‘*I shall press this amendment in the 
House because, in common with other West- 
ern members. I realize the jeopardy in which 
our export trade of beef and hog products 
have been placed. We have no assurances as 
yet that Germany and the other European na- 
tions will not take advantage of us and after 
they have secured the repeal of the. discrimi- 
nating duty continue their embargo the same 
as before, 

I propose in effect to trade off our meat 
against their sugar. It they want to sell us 
sugar they must let us sell them meat, and if 
they won’t take our meat we will goto Cuba 
for our sugar. lam firmly convinced this 
amendment is not only absolutely necessary 
to protect the interests of our cattle-growers 
but also that it will not place usin the posi- 
tion of allowing Germany to dictateto us in 
the matter of tariff legislation. It is reci- 
procity pure and simple, and as the amend- 
ment appears to meet the principal objec- 
tions which have been made to the repeal of 
the discriminating duty I now feel confident 
it will in a short time pass both Houses.”’ 


WILL FIGHT FOR SUGAR DIFFERENTIAL, 


Louisiana Senators Will Antagonize the 
Wilson Repeal Mesure. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 24.—Representa- 
tive Wilson, Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, spent some time today in 
conference with Senators Blanchard and Caf- 
fery in regard to his bill on the repeal of the 
differential duty of one-tenth of a cent on 
sugar imported from bounty-payimg countries. 
The interview is understood to have been 
brought about by the report the sugar pro- 
ducers generally would antognize the Wilson 
bill, and the conference confirmed this report.

Local bankers are out of all patience with 
the inaction at Washington. The ears of 
Washington legislators would burn could they 
hear the remarks which Chicago bank Presi- 
dents are making because Congress is appar- 
ently blind to the seriousness of the financial 
situation, and does nothing but introduce in- 
numerable bills which do not seem to lead to 
any result, Withdrawals of gold yesterday 
indicate that the total shipments for the week 
will be even larger than wus anticipated 
Wednesday. The present estimate is that at 
least $7,000,000 will go out this week. The 
sterling market continués extremely strong 
and there is nothing upon which to base hope 
that this gold drain is anywhere near the end. 
Local financiers expect ‘the announce- 
ment of another bond issue within 
ten days, but another bond issue will 
result in small advance towards restored confi- 
deace. Some legislation that will get nearer to 
the base of the difficulty than a niere poulticing 
with a bond issue 1s what is wanted. Everything 
points to the probability of the gold reserve fall- 
ing within ten days to as low a point as it has 
ever reached. That of course means that some- 
thing has got to be done, without wasting much 
time to debate over it; but the mere replenishing 
of the goverument's stock of cash with another 
smail bond issue will bring no returning confi- 
dence. it has been seen how easily the pro- 
coeds of a $50,000,000 bond issue can fade away, 
and there's no reason for believing that the 5 
ceeds of another $50,000,000 issue would last 
any longer, if as long, as did che gold received 
from the last bond sale.

INDORSES THE PITTSBURG PLAN. 


Clearing-House of the Pennsylvania City 
Recommends Its Adontion. 

Prrrsnund, Pu., Jan. 24.—The Pittsburg 
plan concerning. the currency question was 
unanimously adopted today by the Clearing- 
House Association at its annual meeting and 
a committee of three appointed to submit the 
scheme to Senators Cameron and Quay and 
Congressmen Dalzell and Stone to its 
adoption by Congress.

Speaker Meyer, Will Have His Committees 
Ready to Announce Then—Senate Bodies 
Approved Without a Kick from Any 
One—Representative McLaughlin Has 
a Novel Constitutional Amendment to 
sahmit— Representative Curley’s Meas- 
ure to Prevent Bilacklisting. 

Sprivorizip, III., Jan. 24.— [Special. 
Both branches of the General Assembly ad- 
journed today until Tuesday morning. There 
was nothing the House could do beyond re- 
ceiving apy number of bills of various de- 
grees of importance, The Speaxer has his 
committees nearly made-up and will give 
them out Tuesday, in all probability. Strange 
to relute, the Senators were greatly pleased 
with their committees, which met with ap 
proval without dissent, an almost unheard of 
occurrence in the upper branch of the Illinois 

Legulature. About half the Legislators left 

the city on the noon train and the other half 

is going tonight. Nothing of importance 
will transpire here in legislative circles before 
next Tuesday. 

Representative McLaughlin got in a resolu- 
tion for a constitutional amendment. It was 
referred to the Committee on J udiciary. The 
proposition involved is rather novel, and the 
additional amendment reads as follows: 

See. 1, Art. 2. The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide such revenue as may be needful for levying 

a tax by valuation so every person and cor- 

poration shall pay a tax in proportion to the 

value of his, her, or its property subject to taxa- 
tion, such value to be ascertai by some per. 
sou or persons to be elected or appointed 
in such manner as the General Assembiy shall 
direct and not otherwise; provided, it shall be 
optional with each county or less political divis- 
ion to fix and determine by vote of such county 
or less political division the class or classes 
of property upon which taxes for its public rev- 
enue shall be levied. 

It is doubtful if the resolution survives the 
committee, but it will make a good deal of 
sport, if it gets on tne floor of the House for 
discussion. 

The bills in the main were uninteresting 
and dull, and out of the whole lot but few will 

ever be heard from again. J. A. G. 


WILL TRY TO PREVENT BLACKLISTING. 


Provisions in the Measure Introduced by 
Representative Curley. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 24.—Representative 
Curley today introduced a bill to prevent the 
blacklistmg of employés. Its provisions are 
as follows: 


That if any person, nt, company,.or corpor- 
ation after having discharged any employé from 
his or its — * shall prevent or attempt to pro- 
vent, by word writing, such discharged em- 
ployé from obtaining employment from any other 
person, agent, company, or corporation, such 
person, agent, company, or corporation shall be 
guslty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished 

a fine not exceeding $1.000 nor less tha u 
$500, and such person, agent, company, or cor- 
poration shall be liable in double damages to 
such discharged person to be recovered by a 
civil action. but this section shall 
not be construed as prohibiting apy 
person, agent, company, or corporation from 
giving in writing any other Tson, company, or 
corporation to whom such discharged person or 
empioyé has applied for employment, a truthfal 
statement of the reasons for such discharge. If 
any railway company, or any other company or 
partnership or corporation in this State, shall 
authorize or allow any of its or their agents to 
blacklist a discharged employé, or attempt by 
word or writing or any other means whatever to 
prevent such discharged em pioyé or any employ é 
who may voluntarily leave such company's serv- 
ice from obtaining employment from any othér 
person or company, exeept as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, such company or corporation shall ue lia- 


vented from obtaining employment, to be récov- 
ered by a civil action. It shall be the duty ot 
any person, agent, company, or corporation 
after having discharged any employé from 
his or its service, upon demand of such 
employé, to furnish him in writing a full, suc 
cinct, and complete statement of the cause or 
causes of his discharge, and if such agent, com- 
pany, or corporation shall refuse to do so within 
a reasonable time after such and it shall 
ever after be unlawful for such person, agent, or 
corpora to furnish any statement of the 
cause of such discharge to any person or corpo- 
ration or in any way to blacklist or prevent such 
dischayged person from procuring employment 
8282 subject to the penalties provided in 
this act. 

Provided, That such written cause or dis- 
chage when so male by such person, agent, com- 
pany, or corporation at the request of such dis- 
charged employé shall never be u as 
cause for an action for slander or libel, either 
civil or criminal, against the person, agent, com- 
pany, or corporation so furnishing the sama.

Third—No dealer, whether wholesaler or re-

Tun Kansas Senate has adopted a resolution 
favoring *‘ the restoration ol silver to the place 
it occupied before it was surreptitiously de- 
monetized by the European money power,“ 
As the law referred to was before Congress for 
nearly three years previous to its adoption in 


| 1878 there was nothing “surreptitious” 


about its passage, and the fact is that silver 
was demonetized in the United States in 1834 
by law, nearly forty years before the alleged 
„demonetization of 1873, while the silver 
dollar had previously been demonetized in 
1806 by an order from President Jefferson 
**that all the silver to be coined at the mint 
shall be of smali denominations, so that the 
value of the largest piece shall not exceed 
half a dollar.“ During the next thirty-four 
years only 1,300 silver dollars were coined at 
a United States mint. From 1840 down to 
1878 the coinage of silver dollars averaged 
about 200,000 per year, andin 1873 the 
total coinage of silver dollars for the sighty- 
one years from 1792 was only 8,031,2 
Those dollars were nearly all exported, and 
would only have formed about 1 per cent of 
our circulation had they all remained here. 
Is that the kind of condition the Kansas 
„ Solons want to have restored? De they 
know what they were voting for when they 
passed that resolution? Doany of the silver 
fellows who are yelling for “a restoration of 
the conditions which obtained up to 1873” 
know what they are prating about? 


SOUND ADVICE TO CHICAGOANS, 

Many excellent things were said by Ur. 
Parkhurst night before last which ate deserv- 
ing the thoughtful attention of all who are 
anxious for a reform in the municipal morals 
of Chicago. Dr. Parkhurst is an expert who 
should be listened to respectfully. He is 
worthy of contidence, for he does not hesi- 
tate to admit that he has made mistakes. He 
said that at the beginning of his reformatory 
career he made the mistake which many 
would-be reformers in and out of the pulpit 
have made before and after him, that le. of 
making charges before he had the evidence 
with which to back them up. 

- He said among other things: 

Reform clubs are numerous and they have 
large enrollments, but somehow they do hot sac- 
ceed in saving their city. There is no short cut 
to municipal salvation. You cannot win it by 
the prestige or the wealth of reform ofganita- 
tions, municipal leagues, civic clubs, or by what- 
ever other name the institution may be dis- 
tinguished. Too much respectability in a lamp 
is fatal in a community as composite as yours. 
You will have to touch the popular heart or you 
will fail. Our success in New York was due to 
the fact that our movament was learned to be 
also in the interést of the poor, the distressed, 
and of those who were born, or whose parents 
were born, on the other side of the sea—in Ger- 
many, Italy, Poland, Russia, and Bohemia—and 
it was the votes of that class of people that made 
victory possible last November. If you will put 
the whole matter in simple and transparent 
shape before the less prosperous classes of your 
city and show them that decent people will look 
more carefully after their interests than the ras- 
eals and bloodsuckers will that are befriending 
them now, you will win from them all the back- 
ing that your cause needs and deserves. 

This is very much what this paper has said 
in the past—that gentlemen, chiefly of Amer- 
ivan birth, who meet in a club-room and 
adopt resolutions do not work reforms. For 
an organization to be effective for good it 
must reach out and take in Italians, Swedes, 
Potes, and representatives of the numerous 
other nationalities found here in large num- 
bers. This is no homogeneous eity. It is 
made up of nationalities which are unac- 
quainted with and sometimes are rather un- 
friendly to one another. They should all be 
reached and shoald all be taught that bad city 
government is even more injurious to them 
than it is to those who are wealthy and beiter 
able to protect themselves. 

Members of reform organizations are able 
to see clearly defectsin municipal govern- 
ment and the injurious consequences of 
them. It seems to them chat all others ought 
to see these things as clearly as they do, but 
the misfortune is that the majority do not and 
no one has ever got close enough to them to 
open their eyes to the facts. The politicians 
get right down among the people of ull na- 
tionalities and all classes and teil their story. 
If the reformers do not follow their example 
they cannot hope for success. The children 
of light must be as wise as those of the world. 
If they want allies among Bohemians or Nor- 
wegiaus they must get leading men from 
those nationalities into their organizations 
and reach the masses by means of them. 

Since Dr. Parkhurst, na ving won a victory 
over Tammany, has now on his hands a fight 
with Platt, the boss of the Republican ma- 
chine in the State of New York, itis not to 
be wondered at that he assailed the profes- 
sional politicians vigorously and warned those 
who wish to reform this city against them. 
Said he. 

With special emphasis let me urges it upon you 
to pray to have your reform movement delivered 
from the influence and participation of profes- 
sional politicians as you would pray to have it 
delivered from the devil. 

Everything in all this business depends on the 
solidity and everlasting immobility and the un- 
marketabie righteousness of the men you tie to. 
Therefore skip this sort of creature I have just 
designated as you would skip Satan. Never give 
them your confidence, never repose upon them 
any of the weight of a critical situation. Make 
none of them sharers with you in your move- 
ment, 

If I were to mention the hardest lesson that I 
have had to learn during the last three years it 
would be that of the damnable dangerousness of 
a professional politician. You know what I 
mean by that term; we are in no need of bother- 
ing to give a definition; you have specimens of 
your own that you can lean your mind upon while 
this species of creature is being dissected. 

The professional politician is the people’s nat- 
ural enemy. He takes a technical satisfaction in 
manipulating the popular interest without hav- 
ing any sensitive appreciation of the significance 
for good or evil which such interest involves. 5 


The doctor knows the breed pretty thor- 
oughly. Neither here nor in New York is the 
professional politician to be trusted, At heart 
he is always against reform. He may say he 
is for it to tickie the public, but he does not 
want a system overthrown whichis personally 

‘profitable to him, and but for which he would 
be a rather insignificant creature. 

One of the dangers which threaten this 
city now is the possibility that the people will 
be cheated out of the reform legislation they 
require by the professional politicians. The 
latter will say that they are in favor of civil 
service reform, of taking the police out of 
politics, and of numerous other reforms. But 
they will do all they can under cover to defeat 
legislation. They will resolve in favor of re- 
form and then privately notify members of 
the Legislature that those resolutions must 
not be taken seriously. And if some measure 
is passed to improve the city government they 
will do all they can to nullify it. 

Therefore it becomes necessary for those 
who are looking to Springfield for relief not 
to put their trust in bosses who have been

THE NEW GOVERNMENT BUILDING, 

One of the Washington correspondents has 
been informed by the officials of the Super- 
vising Architect's office that it will be impos- 
sible to prepare the plans and specifications 
for the new Chicago government baildmg in 
six months and that it will be simply im- 
possible” to erect itin three years. It was 
said further that this office has never done 
such a thing as to erect a four million dollar 
building in three years and cannot do it now.“ 
It was admitted that it might be done were 
the Chicago style of building adopted, but 
„%% do not propose to adopt that style of 
building. This office does not believe in the 
Chicago style. It won't do for the govern- 
ment,“ for the United States erects monu- 
ments. It would not be dignified to erect a 
steel-frame building. The government puts 
up heavy masonry structures and puts them 
up to stay. 

Not always. The heavy masonry structure 
put up here twenty years ago is “ hastening 
to swift decay and will soon be a ruin if 
not pulled down first. This city has had one 
specimen of the government’s monumental 
style of architecture and does not want an- 
other. There can be no question of the ac. 
curacy of the above language. That is ex- 
actly the way in which fossilized bureaucrats 
talk. They never will listen to a suggestion 
that their way of domg business can by any 
possibility be improved on. They say “ we 
have always used stone and it would not be 
dignified to use steel. 

It is evident that after the bill has passed 
the Senate it will be necessary for Chicagoans 
to lay siege to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who is not as imbedded in routine as his sub- 
ordinates, and get him to give the latter a 
gentle shaking up. It is the Mtention of the 
Supervising Architect's office, if the bill 
passes, to hand over the work of making the 


copy the solemn exterior of some other gov- 
ernment building and provide for an equally 
solemn and gloomy interior, The archi- 
tecture of the present building will be repro- 
duced on a larger scale. 

That will not do, While the building will 
have several tenants, the chief one will be the 
Postoffice, Its employés should be allowed 
to lay out the plan of the floors they will oc- 
cupy to suit themselves. They know just 
how they want matters arranged so they can 
work to the best advantage. They will need 
plenty of light. Therefore there must be no 
cavernous windows which keep out the light. 

As regards the exterior it will be much bet- 
ter to have Chicago architects volunteer to 
furnish the Treasury Department with plans 
and specifications than to let some draughts- 
man copy one of the government's aged 
monuments. There is enough pride and 
energy among the architects of this city to 
cause them to put at the disposal of the de- 
partment cost-free in much less than six 
months better plans than its subordinates can 
work out in a dozen years. : 


THE MOB VIOLENCE IN BROOKLYN, 

The prolongation of the Brooklyn car strike 
with its accompanying disgraceful scenes of 
violence is not alone deplorable, but it is also 
due to neglect which ig little less than crimi- 
nal, Mayor Schieren announced a day or 
two ago that all nonsense must be stopped.“ 
When he made this announcement the strike 
had been in progtess over a week, ang the 
„ nonsense’’ had been going on all that time. 
Why did he not make his announcement at 
the very beginning of the strike when the 
**monsense’’ began—by nonsense being un- 
derstood destruction of property, m@hacing 
of human life, and invasion of the rights of 
the people by a mob of hoodlums, thugs, and 
rowdies, for the strike leaders assert none of 
their men are engaged in lawless acts? ; 

It is in every way a deplorable spectacle. 
Seven thousand troups and 2,000 policemen 
are on duty and have been on duty nearly two 
weeks and yet are unable to preserve peace 
and order or to protect the companies in 
moving their cars. The outcome can only be 
accounted for by the fact that the authorities 
have blundered. If le strike had been con- 
fined to the strikers and it had been purely a 
contest between them and the companies 
there would have been no occasion for calling 
out troops. The police would have been or 
should have been able to keep the peace. 
When the troops were called out however, in 
such large numbers it was a demonstration 
that the municipal authorities were unable to 
deal with the situation. It was the signal that 
life and property were in danger and laws 
were menaced, It was proof that the mob 
was in power and was defying the law. When 
troops ure summoned they are expected to 
stop rioting and outrages. It is expected they 
will be used for that purpose and that they 
will act promptly and if necessary with relent- 
less vigor, With here and therean exception, 
however, they have apparently been on parade. 
They have been made the target of abuse 
and assault, Instead of dispersing the mob 
with the bayonet and cold lead, if necessary, 
they have been spectators af what is going on 
in a pandemonium of mob violence, The 
police, apparently, have been worse than 
worthless, for instead of protecting the new 
men employed and guarding property they 
have stood by and seen the one assaulted and 
the other destroyed without interfering in be- 
half of either. It is needless to say that such 
conduct as this is subversive of discipline 
among the police and troops on the one hand, 
and of all respect for law on the part of law- 
breakers on the other. 

The Brooklyn strike has not been a contest 
of strikers with the companies since the first 
day. It isan assault of the mob against the 
law and the law’s representatives, The author- 
ities have so dilly-dallied that the situation 
has now reached that peint where the disor. 
derly element of the community should be 
taught a quick, sharp, severe lesson. The 
force is there to put them down and it should 
do its work. It is utter folly to temporize 
witha mob, As the strikers themselves, ac- 
cording to their own account, ate not in the 
mob they can have no objection to its dis- 
persal, As a business matter, if they know 
anything, they must know that every day’s 
deiay occasioned by mob violence lessens the 
possibility that their demands will be con- 
sidered. They must know that no such strike 
as this ever succeeded in this country, In 
every gase where a strike has beon ushered in 
with violence it has failed and it always will,

EFFECT OF THE RAILWAY POOLING BILL. 

When Col. William R. Morrison of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission was in the 
city day before yesterday he said in reply to 
an inquiry about the bill to legalize railroad 
pools, which is now before the Senate: 


1 do not like the bill in ite*present form; in 
fact, I do not favor the passage of such a meas- 
ure at all. It will tend to do away with legiti- 
mate competition. Competition between the rail- 
roads is now very close, rates are low, and the 
public is benefited. Unger anthorized money 
pools the disposition of the railroad managors is 
to make higher intead of lower rates. The pool- 
ing bill as it now stands and as it will probably 
go through the Senate does not give the commis- 
sion enough authority over pooling contracts. 
The provisions of the bill do not allow such con- 
tracts between the roads to be passed upon by 
the commission until after they ure made. After 
they are in effect we have the same power that we 
have now to regulate the rates and prevent 
abuses under the contracts. 

Yet there seems to be little doubt that the 


bill will pass unamended, and then, competi- 
tion being wiped out, there will be nothing 
between the people and higher rates except 
the commission, What it be likely to do 
for shippers? Col. Morrison says he and his 
colleagues “ will have the same power we 
have now to regulate the rates.” But of what 
value has that power been in the past? The 
inter-Staté commerce act says that “all 
charges made for any service rendered in the 
transportation of passengers or property shail 
be reasonable and just.” It is the duty of 
the commission to endeavor to enfurce the 
law, but where has it ever caused a reduction 
of vnreasonable rates or tried to get one? 
Freight rates are lower than they were when 
the law was passed, but the commission did 
nothing to lower them. Competition did 
everythmg. Therefore if competition were 
knocked in the head there would be no ef- 
fective check on the railroads, 
raise rates. The commission would expostu- 
late. The roads would insist that the rates 
were reasonable and just—were only high 
enough to enable them to pay the interest on 
their multitudinous bonds and pay dividends 
of only 8 or 4 per cent on stock much of 
which was pure water. Then the Commis- 
sioners would acquiesce. 

The people would not be quite as submis- 
sive. The shippers have been grumbling vio- 
lentiy over railroad‘ charges during the last 
twenty years, They have taken the question 
into politics occasionally, especially in the 
Western States, where the rates were the high- 
est and most burdensome. Yet during all 
that period the rates have been declining and 
the total gain to the shippers thereby has 
been great. These reductions have not kept 
shippers from complaining, but those com- 
plaints have not been as violent as they would 
have been had the rates remained stationary. 

It is easy to see what the effect will te on 
public sentiment if this downward tendency 
is arrested suddenly and an upward one 
takes its place. It will not be long before 
there isan explosion. The railroad question 
will be the Breat political one in every State, in 
Massachusetts as well as in Kansas. All the 
States will be in a greater blaze ef rage than 
the granger States once were. For the time 
being or until offensive legislation is repealed 
the railroads will be the only issue, 

On various occasions the people have taken 
hold of men who voted for measures they did 
not approve of and thrown them out of Con- 
gress. There was a case of that kind last No- 
vember. Maddened by higher railway rates 
and the unchecked domination , of the roads 
they will if the railway pooling bill passes 
reach out for and drive from official life every 
man who votes for that measure. Those who 
support it ought to understand that they are 
storing up wrath for the future, 


THE FRENCH RAILROAD TANGLE. 

The reason assigned for the resignation of 
President Perier was the denunciation in the 
French Chambers of the agreement of 1883, 
by which the French Government guaranteed 
the dividends of the leading railroad systems 
of the country. A sketch of the agreement 
and of the facts which led up to it is given 
by the New York Journal of Commerce. Five 
years previous to 1883 the Ministry of Pub- 
lic Works had proposed a system of railroad 
extensions which provided for 5,593 miles of 
new lines at an expense of 772 million dol- 
lars. In 1879 the Chambers accepted the 
program, but the manner in which. the exten- 
sions were to be made was left undetermined. 
There was great pressure to have the govern- 
ment build and operate the roads, but this 
was not done because of vehement opposition 
by the. commercial bodies. So the State 
agreed to pay for the roadways, and the com- 
panies to contribute about eight thousand 
dollars per mile for rolling stock, furniture 
for stations, etc. The companies also appear 
to have advanced something towards the cost 
of construction. 

In 1883 the government guaranteed to the 
shareholders minimum dividends at rates 
specified for each company, and any excess 
of earnings over the amount necessary to pay 
those dividends was to go to the State so far 
as might be necessary to reimburse it for its 
expenditures under the guarantee. So much 
of the excess as was not needed for this pur- 


pose was to be divided among the shareholders - 


up toa certain specified rate for each company, 
and any surplus then remaining was to be 
divided in the proportion of two-thirds to the 
government and one-third to the companies. 
The charters will expire about 1950, and then 
the roads will revert to the State. But in the 
meantime the government has the option, 
after fifteen years from the date of the con- 
cession, of redeeming any road at a price 
based on the average net returiis for the best 
five years out of the seven years next preced- 
ing the redemption, the purchase money pay- 
ing for rolling stock, materials, and other ac- 
cessories as well as for the lines proper. The 
cailruads paid a little more than 18 million 
dollars in taxes to the government in 1891. 

In 1876 half a dozen railroads in the cen- 
tral and southern parts of France became 
bankrupt, and to protect the shareholders the 
government proposed to buy the roads. This 
was not done at the time, but two years later 
it became the owner of more than 1,600 
miles of railroad for about 100 million dol. 
lars and has since operated it. In the ratio 
of expenditures to receipts the State railway 
does not comgare favorably with other lead- 
ing lines. Roughly stated the expenditures 
are one-half the receipts on the Nord, less 
than two-thirds on the Est, about the same on 
the Ouest, one-half on the Paris-Orleans, less 
than one-half on the Paris, Lyons and Medi- 
terranean, a little over half on the Midi, and 
70 per cent on the State railway. The aggre- 
gate earnings of these lines and the Ceinture, 
Paris, in 1891 amounted to $222,199,354, 
and the expenditures to $117,691,251. 

It is said the difference here noted may be 
due to the interior efficiency of State manage- 
ment, or merely to the fact that the State rail- 
way is the smallest of what we should call the 
trunk lines, and its receipts were very much 
smaller than those of the other lines. This 
State railway is not the whole of the railroad 
mileage owned and operated by the State; it 
is the trunk line portion of it which is com- 
pared with the trunk lines of private com- 
panies. The length of railroads in France is 
officially stated as aggregating 3,652 owned 
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as owned and operated by private companies. 
JUDGE GAYNOR AND Fan 
STREET CAR 


A citizen of Brooklyn applied to Judge 
Gaynor of that city for a writ of mandamus to 
compel one of the trolley lines in that city to 
run its cars and accommodate the public or 
forfeit its franchise. The #rit was granted 
yestefday by the Judge, who, in doing so, 
made some remarks which would seem to in- 
dicate that his sympathies are strongly with 
the strikers and that he prefers to ignore the 
state of affairs, due to the acts of the strikers 
and their friends, which makes it so difficult 
for the companies to operate their lines. 

He says that it is the duty of a street rail- 
Way company to carry passengers and that 1t 
cannot lawfully suspend operations for an 
hour, its first duty being to accommodate the 
public and its second to earn money for stock- 
holders. 5 

If the directors cannot get labor to perform 
such duties at what they offer to pay, then they 
must pay more and as much as is necessary to 
got it. If the conditions in respect to hours 
which they impos repél labor, they must adopt 
more lenient- or more just conditions. They may 
not stop their cars for one hour, much less one 
week or one year, thereby to beat or coerce the 
price or conditions of labor down to the price or 
conditions they offer. For them to do so would 
be a defiance of law and government. 


There is a modicum of truth in this, A 
road which suspends operations because it 
cannot get men to work for it since the 
wages it offers are too low or the conaitions 
of service too hard ought to surrender fran- 
chises it cannot utilize. But Judge Gaynor 
goes to the extreme point of saying that if all 
the employés of a road make a demand on it 
at sunrise for higher wages or shorter hours 
tbe road must comply with the demand, 
because were it to refuse it could not get in 
an hour or a day the number of men it needed 
to replace those who quit. The Juige assumes 
that because of ita duties to the public the 
road is at the mercy of its employés. He 
seems to be of the opinion also that they are 
to be the sole judges of the sufficiency of the 
wage scale and the reasonableness of the 
terms of service, There is not a word in his 
Opinion to the effect that possibly the strikers 
are somewhat in the wrong. He takes it for 
granted the roads must bein the wrong be- 
cause they are not running cars. 

There seems to be no doubt that the roads 
could have obtained, not in an hour but in a 
day or two, all the men they needed, but for 
the failure of the authorities to furnish them 
adequate protection. They have set men at 
work only to have them beaten or intimidated. 
The companies have not had a fair show. If 
left alone by mobs their service sould have 
been perfect long before this. The Judge 
says he cannot believe the company is not 
protected in its rights, and that the claim of 
violence amounting to a prevention is not le- 
gally made out.” That is rubbish—the same 
kind of rubbish that was heard here last 
summer from Altgeld and Debs. 

Judge Gaynor has given some extraordinary 
opinions in the past. This last one will rank 
with them, He would havedone much better 
to wait till peace was restored before grant 
ing his writ of mandamus. When it is safe 
for a man who has just entered the service of 
the company to run a car without a police or 
militia escort, then, if the companies cannot 
get enough men at the wages they offer, it 
will be time to take them into court and make 
them explain why they do not give tim people 
proper service. That will be a better season 
for the airmg of these views about its being 
the duty of railroads to do whatever their em. 
ployés ask of them, though the demand may 
be unjust and compliance with it may involve 
financial ruin, rather than suspend operations 
for an hour. 


A GENTLEMAN connected with the banking 
business thinks the day of the professional 
bank burglar is waning if not departed. It is 
giving place, however, to a form of theft fully 
as dangerous, and probably moreso. For an 
average of several yéars past more money has 
been improperly diverted througb false book- 
keeping, forgery, and the raising of checks 
and drafts than the aggregate stealings of 
bank burglars and eneak thieves in the same 
time. The forger now is coming to the front 
more prominently than ever before. The 
banks have paid their losses on several small 
forgeries recently, and preferred to say noth- 
ing about them, but it seems quite possible 
they will have to meet larger frauds of this 
kind in the future, as the scoundrels who try 
to make a living by this kind of fraud have 
availed themselves of the latest improve- 
ments, and some of them can raise checks and 
drafts so ekillfully as to prevent at the moment 
the suspicion which causes the refusal of pay- 
ment. It is not improbable that the exposure 
of the Quigley bond forgeries will lead to the 
institution of a new set of checks on this spe- 
cies of rascality, but it will be very difficult to 
invent a safeguard sufficient to choke off a 
fraudulent offering of paper that is apparent- 
ly all right when the broker through whose 
hands it passes isa man hitherto in good re- 


Amone the amendments suggested by the 
Committee on Law Reform of the State Bar 
Association which met yesterday at Spring- 
field is one allowing two or more legal vot- 
ets to filea bill in equity in behalf of them- 
selves and all other legal voters for the pur- 
pose of testing the constitutionality of a Sen- 
atorial apportionment. The object is to allow 
the case to be heard and the question to be 
settled before an election is held. Last April 
a bill in chancery was filed to test the Demo- 
cratic Senatorial gerrymander. When the 
case got to the Supreme Court it said the suit 
should have been begun, at common law. 
That necessitated waiting tilla month be- 
fore election, when there was barely time for 
the Supreme Court to give a decision, and 
when, if it had givea an adverse one, there 
would not have been time to call the Legisla- 
ture together to make a new apportion nent 
and a state ot hopeless confusion would have 
ensued, But if the law had been last year 
what the Bar Association committee thinks it 
ought to be, the Supreme Court would have 
passed on the apportionment suit last June 
and there would have been ample time to call 
the Legislature together and prepare a new 
apportionment if necessary.

The 
Japanese landing was effected without any 
loss being sustained by the invaders, and the 
four guns, previously mentioned, were capt- 
ured by the marines landed from the Yaye- 
yama. Immediately afterwards the landing 
of the Japanese troops commenced and was 
nearly completed when the Sabuma Maru left 
Yung Chang Monday, the weather having 
been favorable to the Japanese operations.

WHIP THE TEACHER. | 


BOYS, TO AID A DISCHARGED PUPIL, 
TAKE REVENGE. 


Lawyer Cornelius V. Smith, Whe Teaches 
in a Night School, Orders Claud Me- 
Cullom to Leave and the Boy Gathers 
Friends and Waylaysthe Teacher=Me- 
Culiom Is Arrested and Fined $50— 
Judge Goggin Delivers a Severe Scorch- 
ing to the Palice Force in General. 

Cornelius V. Smith, lawyer, earns an ad- 
dition to his income by teaching in the night 
school maintained by the city in the Hayes 
School Building at Walnut and Leavitt 
streets, Mr. Smith is willing todo anything 
that a school teacher should do, but he does 
not believe it is u part of the requirements of 
his position to patiently submit to black eyes 
and a bruised body, inflicted by his pupils. 
As a lawyer he knew it was not and so he ad- 
vised himself as a teacher to swear out war- 
rants and prosecute his assailants. This he 
did yesterday before Justice Glen non. As a 
teacher he went on the witness stand and told 
his story. Then, asa lawyer, he pleaded his 
case and won it. 

The trouble grew out of some disorder in 
the school- room. 
is Claud MeCullom. Claud is 16 Sears old 
and lives at No, 224 South Robey street. As 
he works during the day and cannot attend 
the regular seasions of the day school he en- 
rolled himself among t taught 
by Mr. Smith during the evening. Work- 
ing all day and studying the rest of 
the time did not give the boy much chance to 
play. But play he must, and so h it in the 
school-room. Mr. Smith doesn’t like tb have 
his pupils play—at least when they are under 
his rue. He warned young MecCuilom to 
repress his animal spirits until school wa; 
over. The boy succeeded for a time, but be- 
fore long broke out again. Then there was 
trouble. The boy was told to leave the school 
and not to return. He did not like beme 
suspended and determined on revenge. Go- 
“mg out among his friends he secured several 
of them whom he pledged to stand by him to 
the end. Wednesday night he led them to 
the school building and, with them, hid on 
the street along the course that Mr. Smith 
would have to take in going home. It was 
cold, but the boys did not mind. At last schoo! 
was dismissed and the pupils wentaway. A 
few minutes later Mr. Smith came out of the 
building and started Loine. He was button- 
ing his coat as he passed the place where the 
boys lay in wait. Consequentiy he was ata 
disadvantage when they pounced on him. He 
resisted as weil as he could, but the boys soon 
had him at their mercy. Knocking bim down, 
they pounded him on the head, biacked his 
eyes. kicked him inthe ribs and stomach, 
stuffed snow and ice down his back next his 
skin, and then dumped him head first ina 
snow drift. Smith thought this ended his 
torture and was just crawling from the snow 
when the boys pounced on him again. Again 
they pounded and kicked him and again they 
dumped him in the snow. Then they fled. 

Smith went to a drug store, where he was 
repaired as much as pos«ible. After that he 
went home. On his way he meditated re- 
venge. Only one of the boys was known to 
him and that was Claud McCullom. Lester- 
day he went before Justice Giennon and se- 
cured a warrant for the lad. The boy was 
brought in by a constable and Smith told his 
story. McCullom made but little defense 
and the Justice fined him $50, but suspended 
the execution during good behuvior. 


JUDGE GOGGIN “ROASTS” THE POLICE. 


Says He Will Always Denounce the Meth- 
ods of the “Irish Peeler.” 

Judge Goggin gave a severe lecture to two 
members of the police force yesterduy and 
incidentally he lectured the whole force, for 
Chiet Brennan was present by special invita- 
tion and heard the little talk from the bench. 
The case before the court was the habeas 
corpus writ of John and Philip Henneberry, 
twins, who were serving a term in the bride 
well on the charge of vagrancy when Judge 
Goggin issued the writ commanding their pro- 
duction in court. Assistant City Prosecutors 
Clare and Devine appeared in court to oppose 
the writ and Policemen P. J. Harding and 
Raggio of the Maxwell Street Police Station, 
who had arrested the boys, were present. 
Judge Goggin did not ask the boys to tell 
their story, but questioned the two police- 
men, who told him that the boys, who are 17 
years old, were bad and had been arrested 
times without number. They were loa fiug about 
the street when they were arrested the last 
time. Raggio said he had on one occasion 
seen the boys on the street with a pail of beer 
and had urrested them. 

Is it a criminal offense to. appear on the 
street with «a pail of beer? asked the court. 

1 understand there is an ordinance 
against it.“ said Raggio. 

The attorneys for tne city spoke in opposi- 
tion to the release of the boys, and calied the 
attention of the court to the fact that the boys 
had been arrested forty-five times in their 
young lives. Judge Goggin senta bailiff to 
the Céty Hall with a request that Supt. Bren- 
nan appear at his court. The Chief responded 
in a few minuteg and was given a chair in 
front of the bench, while Judge Goggin spoke 
his mind on the conduct of the policemen. 

** Supt. Brennan, he said, is opposed, I 
know. to illegal conduct on the part of his 
policemen, and for that rea on I desired him 
to hear what I say in this case. It is 
a disgrace to the City of Chicago and the 
State of Llinois that boys are sent to the 
bridewell. It is a further shame and disgrace 
that these boys, on the admission of the po- 
lice, have been arrested forty-five times and 
yet have never been convicted of any crime 
or sent to a reformatory. The methods of the 
police of this city are, in some respects, worse 
than those of the Russian Government. The 
outrages in Armenia are angelic in compari- 
son with the methods of the police who 
hound boys and arrest and rearrest them for 
no criminal offense. It is and always has 
been a mystery to me why the British penal 
system and the Irish peeler should be pro- 
duced in this country. I will not countenance 
it, and I will denounce the methods of the 
‘peeler’ whenever they come before me,”’ 

The Judge then dismissed the prisoners and 
the meeting adjourned. Supt. Brennan said 
nothing about the comment of tae Judge, 
either in the way of approval or disapproval. 
The twins, who have been behind the bars so 
raany times, went to their home. 


MR. FULLER IDENTIFIES ONE THIEF. 


He Says Elmer Anderson Helped Rob Him 
of His Pocketbook, 

Oliver F. Fuller, President of the Fuller 
& Fuller company, the wholesale drug firm 
at Randolph and Franklin streets, was called 
into the Central Station yesterday to identify 
a prisoner who was arrested by Detectives 
Elliott and Buckley Wednesdey night.
